Toll E xceeds 1939; 
Officers Travel 
260,000 Miles 


Traffic accidents on Adams coun­ 
ty highways last year outnumbered 
1939 crashes by 13 and took a far 
heavier toil in life and property, the 
annual recapitulation of officers’ re­ 
ports at the Gettysburg substation 
of the state m otor police showed 
today. 
But accident investigations 
formed only a part of the duties 
the officers performed while they 
travelled a distance equal to about 
ll tim es the world’s circumference 
on patrols and special assignments 
to make highways safer. 
Fourteen persons died on county 
highways last year in 266 accidents 
that injured a total of 179 persons 
and resulted in damage of more 
than $45,000. 
in 1939, ll persons 
were fatally injured in 253 crashes 
th at hurt 216 pedestrians and mo­ 
torists. 
The damage bill in 1939 
was $42560. 
August Toll Heaviest 
Eleven of the 266 accidents last 
year resulted fatally. 
Two of the 
dead were pedestrians. 
Four other 
pedestrians were among the total of 
179 injured during the year. Pedes­ 
trian accidents showed a slight de­ 
cline from the 1939 record of three 
dead and seven hurt. 
Tile vacation m onth of August 
took the heaviest toll in this coun­ 
ty last year. There were 37 crashes 
—an average of more than one per 
day—in which four people were kill­ 
ed and 30 hurt 
The bill for prop­ 
erty damage of $7,849 was second 
only during the year to th a t for May 
which climbed to a record total of 
$9,321. 
February proved to be the safest 
month on the highways with 12 
accidents, no fatalities, five persons 
hurt and a property damage total 
of $1,888, 
The officers traveled a total of 
more than 260,000 miles in the per­ 
formance of their duties and stop­ 
pled 47,631 vehicles during the year 
while they m ade 3,841 petrols. They 
probed the 266 accidents and made 
132 special departm ental investiga­ 
tions. 
Eighteen drivers were a r­ 
rested for operating under the influ­ 
ence of intoxicating liquor. Eighteen 
• stolen cars w'orth $7,915 were re­ 
covered and $579 worth of other 
property was returned. 
The police 
weighed 223 trucks. 
875 Traffic Convictions 
The police m ade 44 criminal ar­ 
rests in which they have secured 
32 convictions with some cases yet 
pending and arrested 925 motorists 
for traffic violations securing 875 
convictions. 
All these duties were 
performed 
while 
Corporal 
G. J. 
Sweeney and his detail of traffic of­ 
ficers splent 20.531 hours on traffic 
duty; 17,964 hours on station pre­ 
paring reports and handling a wide 
variety of calls for service or infor­ 
mation and 804 hours in criminal 
investigation work. 
The last m onth of the year saw 
the officers covering more than 20,- 
600 miles on 376 patrols and 24 ac­ 
cident investigations. 
There was 
one traffic death. 
Six stolen cars 
were recovered worth $2,670 and 60 
traffic and five crim inal arrests were 
made.

HersheySession Hears 
Assembly May Re­

Hershey, Pa., Jan. 3 (AP)—A six- 
point program to step up collection 
of $300,000,000 in taxes levied an­ 
nually by the stale’s political sub­ 
divisions and a prediction that the 
1943 
legislature 
might 
have 
a 
“sound basis” for a tax 
reduction 
move were presented today to the 
Pennsylvania Bar association. 
Eugene M. Reed, Harrisburg, 
a 
representative of the Pennsylvania 
Economy League, declared in a pre­ 
pared speech that “far too 
little” 
emphasis had been placed upon col­ 
lection of real estate taxes, 
Sanford D. Beecher, Philadelphia 
also spoke before the tax section at 
the association’s mid-winter meet­ 
ing. 
He reviewed the state’s fiscal 
problems and could see no indica­ 
tion of any tax reductions, or any­ 
thing to warrant an increase, dur­ 
ing the 1941 legislature. 
“Furthermore,” 
he 
added, 
“if 
present conditions continue, 
even 
without a further reduction in re­ 
lief load, there seems to be a sound 
basis for a reduction of taxes by the 
1943 legislature.” 
.Suggests 3-Judge Court 
He recommended four "procedural 
improvements” 
which could com­ 
mand attention at this time. They 
were: 
1. 
Establishment 
of 
a 
three- 
judge court with juriscfiction over 
tax and other state matters, to sit 
in circuit at Pittsburgh, Harrisburg 
and Philadelphia. 
2. 
Right of appeal by taxpayers 
from decisions of the board of fi­ 
nance and review In refund cases. 
3. 
Allowance of interest on tax 
refund claims granted, to be “com- 
mejisurate” with that charged for 
delinquent payment. 
4. Extension from IO days to at 
least 30 days the time In which an 
appeal bond in tax cases could be 
filed. 
Reed told the group th at a survey 
of 39 counties showed an increase 
in tax delinquencies. 
To combat this, he outlined the 
following “principles necessary to 
any satisfactory tax sale law’:” 
1. The lien of all taxes whether 
for city, county, school, borough or 
towmship purposes should in some 
way be brought together so that 
there need be and can be only one 
proceeding against the property for 
any one year’s taxes. 
, 
Inexpensive Enforcement 
2. 
The 
enforcement 
procedure 
needs to be inexpensive and pre­ 
ferably of such a nature that it can 
and must be applied to all proper­ 
ties on which there are delinquent 
taxes at the same time after delin­ 
quency occurs. 
3. Sale of the property or of the 
lien against the property should be 
made as soon a possible after the 
tax becomes delinquent and prefer- | 
ably not more than 18 months after 
the tax was first due. 
4. The redemption period should 
be short to prevent the piling up 
of taxes between the time of sale 
and final foreclosure of the right to 
redeem. 
From 12 
to 
18 
months 
should be sufficient. 
5. The penalty or interest return 


to the purchaser at a tax sale should 
be adequate to attract speculative 
investment. One per cent a month 
used to tie about the zhi&lmum to 
attract processional buyers.

The purchaser should get a 
substantial 
and 
quickly 
saleable 
equity In the property. 
This can 
best be assured if the tax sale di­ 
vests all mortgages and other liens. 


Miners Take ‘Holiday’ 
To Protest Water Rates 


Uniontown, Pa., Jan. 3 (AP) — 
Two Fayette county mining towns 
took a “holiday” from work today 
in protest of what a citizens* com­ 
mittee called an “outrageous’’ charge 
of $225 a month for household 
water. 
First action came at mines of the 
W. J. Rainey Coal company at Royal 
and Allison. Demanding re-instate­ 
ment of the former water rate of 
$1.50 a month, a total of 750 miners 
announced they would not work un­ 
til their request was granted. 
Later, Samuel Lyons, chairman 
of the citizens’ committee, said all 
water consumers in the towns — 
farmers, miners, storekeepers and 
others — Joined the “holiday” move­ 
ment. The “holiday” will continue 
until the m atter Is settled, he said. 
The miners said that until Sep­ 
tember, 1939, the Rainey company 
supplied water free to workers rent­ 
ing its houses. 
At that time the 
water system was acquired by the 
Royal Allison W ater company, which 
set a monthly charge of $1.50 until 
last October 14, when the Public 
Utility commission approved a 75- 
cent increase. 
“The men are not on strike,” one 
miner said. 
“They 
are 
staying 
home 
to 
carry 
water 
to 
their 
families.” 
“The m atter is entirely a dispute 
between the water company and 
our employes in which we have no 
part,” a spokesman for the Rainey 
company said. “We have taken up 
the m atter with the United Mine 
Workers, with whom we have a con­ 
tract, and notified them this Is an 
unauthorized suspension which sub­ 
jects each miner to a fine of $1 a 
day.” 
Lyons said the United Mine Work­ 
ers union was not associated with 
the "holiday” movement.

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THAT WHISTLE STORV 
A NYONE who has road much of 
the Ute of Benjamin Franklin 
will recall when, as a boy. ho met 
a cliap with a whistle. It looked 
and sounded so lino that he de­ 
cided to get one. So he went to the 
store and put down all the money 
he had (he was only about seven 
years of age) and walked away with 
his whistle. 
Soon, however, Franklin learned 
that he had spent lour times as 
much us the whistle wras worth. 
This 
set 
him 
to 
thinking. 
All 
through life Franklin seemed al­ 
ways to be thinking. T hat is proba­ 
bly what made him such a wise 
man and leader in times of great 
stress and importance. 
The Franklin whistle cost four 
times its value—at the time—but it 
was probably one of the best invest­ 
ments that he ever made, in early 
life, for it taught him to look into 
values before he made a decision. 
We think that we want certain 
things—and all too often we plunge 
and get them—only to learn later 
that we have not only paid too 
much, but bought something that 
we didn’t need at a1*! 
The higher values in life are not 
measured in terms of money or 
material possessions, though vee of­ 
ten barter them away for these. 
Human and spiritual values have no 
monetary or material value. 
By valuing material things, how*- 
ever, in terms of their ability to 
inspire us to a greater love of 
beauty and for the things that en­ 
rich our nature, we grow just that 
much more in mental and spiritual 
strength. I know that everything of 
beauty, that I have accumulated 
over the years, has added greatly 
to my happiness, and to the happi­ 
ness of others because of this love 
of beauty that I possess. 
No one can carry beauty in his 
heart without radiating it, without 
others sensing it, and being inspired 
by it. 
That which we pay the least for, 
in a material way, may mean most 
to us in a spiritual way. At any rate, 
that Franklin whistle story should 
make us think!

A Retrospect of a Life Spent During the Last Seventy 
Years of the Nineteenth Century

ASHBY AND RHODES FAMILY 
Earlier in these memoirs I gave an outline of the geneology of 
my wife’s family. While engaged in writing these memoirs I received 
from my brother-in-law, Dennis Ashby Rhodes, of Liberty, Missouri, 
some other data which may be of interest.

They were large land owners, and some of them owned many slaves.

my mother's brothers employed Henry A. Wise (afterward Governor of 
Virginia) and solicited my father (then in Pennsylvania) to join them 
in a suit to break the will. But my lather answered them, tliat he be­ 
lieved Thomas Ashby had a right to will hi£ property as he thought 
best and th at he would not become a party to an attempt to break 
his will. 
Whether this discouraged them or not, I do not know*, but 
however it was, the suit was dropped. 
“After a residence of several years in Virginia, during which time 
George. Annie and Albert were born. Father had a very serious attack 
ol sickness, from which lie was slow in recovering anti a change of 
climate was recommended. The family removed to Greencastle. Franklin 
county. Pennsylvania, where the younger children of the family were 
born. 
Father was never again a stout man and had many serious 
sicknesses. 
His falling health was the cause of his giving up the farm. 
After the boys left home, he could not attend to it. It was unfortunate,J 
for he would have best prospered there in my opinion. 
Wink* my 
motlier never objected to leaving Virginia on father’s account, still I 
know that it was a life-long regret that she was so completely separated 
from her relatives, the Ashby* and their relations. 
Tile Shields, the 
Heliums, the Gwins were of the very best families. Their descendants 
live in Eastern Virginia.’’

Bonapartists Are Ne­ 
gotiating With Vichy 
Regime 


Nyon, Switzerland, Jan. 3 ‘Apl — 
Bonapartists are negotiating with 
the French government at Vichy 
for 
return 
of 
Najioleon's 
great 
grand-nephew so that he may be­ 
come Hie ruler of modern France. 
it was reported on good authority 
today. 
The dark, handsome. 26-year-old 
prince, last of the conquering Cor­ 
sican’s line, now is living quietly 
in his villa north of here—not far 
from the French border. To make 
his return possible, the Vichy gov­ 
ernment would have to abrogate a 
55-year-old law which bans any male 
descendant of a French ruling family 
from France. 
The name of the prince. Louis 
Napoleon Jerome Victor Emanuel 
Marie, who prefers to be called the 
Count of Monfort, has been men­ 
tioned 
frequently among 
French 
royalists ever since Adolf Hitler 
returned the remains of “L’Aiglon,” 
Napoleon’s only son, to Paris three 
weeks ago. 
Not Approached by Nazis 
Hitler’s action was described by 
some observers then as the possible 


forerunner of a Napoleonic restora­ 
tion. Friends and associates of the 
prince said he had nad not been 
approached thus far by the Germans 
and that he would not be a puppet 
in any event. 
It was recalled that Hitler visited 
Napoleon’s tomb, where “L’Aiglon’s" 
ashes now rest, when he went to 
Paris last fall and meditated there 
some time. 
Montfort* one major rival for the 
throne of France is the Count of 
Paris, pretender of the old Burbon 
Orleans line. 
Montfort* backers say that dur­ 
ing his nation* brief war with Ger­ 
many the young prince served under 
the name of Louis Blanchard as an 
armored car driver with the Foreign 
Legion in Tunisia. 
In deference to Swiss neutrality 
laws he now remains inactive }k>- 
litically in his expansive lakeside 
villa, which is well guarded, sur­ 
rounded by barbed wire and bristling 
with tank barriers. .This is a part 
of Swiss military precautions along 
the frontier and not solely to guard 
the prince. 
He speaks animatedly of every­ 


thing concerning France and de­ 
clares the nation* "present sorrow” 
is only temporary. 
“I have faith In French youth," 
the prince said, “because it Is suf­ 
fering now and gaining moral values 
from the struggle. 
At last I t will 
learn respect for authority which is 
necessary’ for peoples who wish to 
prosper." 
He is unmarried, but his engage­ 
ment to various European princesses 
has been rumored frequently.
